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Entire Villages Wiped Out By Cloudburst 


TRIESTE, AUSTRIAN SEAPORT, IS THREATENED BY ITALIANS 


TRAPPED BY SUBBING 
WATERS, MANY PERISH: 


PROPERTY LOSS HEAVY 


Charleston, W. Va., August 10.—Twenty-three 
bodies have 


been recovered from the debris carried down by the flood which 
swept the Cabin Creek near here today. Rescue parties have pene- 
trated some distance above Cabin Creek Junction and meagre re- 
ports brought back by couriers and from the railroads indicate that 
the loss of life has been heavy, although no accurate estimate can 
be made. Persons driven from their homes to the mountains 
are 


returning to find whole villages of mining cabins swept away, while 
distress and suffering is seen on every hand. Two companies of 
the Second West Virginia Infantry left Camp Kanawha by trolley 
this morning, and were taken to Cabin Creek Junction with orders 
to penetrate the valley and extend relief to all who needed it. They 
carried provisions and tents. 
• 


Rescue parties worked desperately in an effort to make their 


way up the Cabin Creek and Coal river valleys which for twenty 
miles southward from the Kanawha river were devastated. 
The 


death toll is estimated at more than 100 persons, and a property 
loss of at least $2,000,000. 


At least eight villages and mining settlements in the district 


were either wholly or partially destroyed while many others felt 
tie effects of the storm more or less. Those practically destroyed 
or badly damaged are Acme, Ronda, Dry Branch, Miami, Sharon, 
Dawes, Kayford and Eskdale. Between Acme and Kayford sixty 
persons are reported to have been drowned. 


A special train was being made up here on the Chesapeake and 


Ohio Railroad and will go as far as the hastily repaired tracks will 
permit. From that point numbers of men provided with provi- 
sions will seek out the spots where destitution is most pronounced. 
It is expected that they will be able to go the entire length of the 
valley and penetrate adjoining valleys, also hard hit, before to- 
morrow,

SEVERAL ARRESTS MADE 


Reports reached here today from United States Commissioner 


Howard C. Smith, who led a relief party that a number of arrests 
had been made and some property recovered. 
The commander of 


the milita has been ordered to detail men to guard property and re- 
store order, leaving the greater part of the relief work to the many 
parties which will be in the valley before afternoon. 


So great has been the loss that coal companies with mines in 


the valley estimate that many thousands of dollars will be needed 
to feed and clothe the helpless miners and their families as scores 


of them have lost all their possessions. 


FORTY DROWNED IN ONE SECTION 


E. Jaco, a lineman of the Chesapeake & Potomac Telephone 


Company, reached Cabin Creek Junction shortly before noon after 
a walk over 13 miles of the company's lines between Miami 
and 


Desota. He declared that forty persons had been drowned, and 
half that number of bodies had been recovered. Jaco was unable 
to get up the Kayford branch of the Chesapeake and Ohio Rail- 
road, but expressed the belief that damage with loss of life in that 
district was greater than in other sections. The entire valley be- 
tween Miami and Desota. was devastated, he said, everything mov- 
able having been washed away.

some 20,000 prisoners. Italian troops are reported in force over 
the Isonzo, vigorously pursuing the retreating Austrians, whose 
big seaport of Trieste, 22 miles to the southeast is threatened.

Last night French troops pushed forward further in the Hem- 


wood sector, where the most telling blows have been struck in the 
recent fighting.

point is barely 20 miles from Hah'cz, on the Dneister, one of the 
strongest of the outlying defenses, of Lemberg. 


Northwest of Lemberg the Russian offensive is again develop- 


ing activity.

trict, received by The Times, con-

FRENCH CONTINUE TO GAIN 


Cabin Creek And Coal 
River Valleys Are Visited 
By Disastrous Cloudburst; 
Property Loss In Millions 


Charleston, W. Va., August 10 —Rescue par- 


ties worked desperately today in an effort to make 
their way up the Cabin Creek and Coal river valleys 
which for twenty miles southward from the Kanawha 
river were devastated yesterday by a cloudburst 
which left in its wake a death toll estimated at more 
than 100 persons and a property loss of at least $2,- 
000,000. Because of the topography of the country 
state officers here expressed the belief that it would 
be several days before the full extent of the flood 
could be ascertained. 


At least eight villages and mining settlements in 


the district were either wholly or partially destroyed 
while many others felt the effects of the storm more 
or less. Those practically destroyed or badly dam- 
aged are Acme, Ronda, Dry Branch, Miami, Sharon, 
Dawes, Kayford and Eskdale. Between Acme and 
Kayford sixty persons are reported to have been 
drowned.
